Food Law and Protect

Declare Cure-Alls on Market 
. Are Dangerous to Life 


and Health 


"WASHINGTON, June 21.—In a mes- 


sage prepared In New York and trans- 
mitted through the "White House today 
to Congress, President Taft arraigned the 
manufacturers 
of what ha denounced 


"dangerous drug frauds" .and urged Con- 
gress to amend at this session the pure 
food and drug law to strengthen that act 
In vital points of weakness recently point- 
ed out by decisions' of the United States 
Supreme Court. 


President Taft believes that unless the 


law is . amended forthwith the country 
will again be flooded by "injurious nos- 
trums" and "cure-alls," which were com- 
mon before the pure food law first was 
enacted. 


The message was transmitted • to both, 


tho Senate and House. .Representative 
Sherley of Kentucky already has Intro- 
duced a bill bearing on the subject.

"To the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives:

"Your attention Is .respectfully call.e'd to 
tlie necessity of passage at this session 
of an amendment to the', food 'and drugs 
act of June 30, 1806, which will supple- 
ment exlsitlng law and prevent the ship- 
ment in Interstate commerce, and the 
manufacture and sale -within the terri- 
tories and tho District of Columbia- of 
worthless nostrums labeled 
with mis- 
statements of fact as to their physiolog- 
ical action—misstatements false and mis- 
leading even In the knowledge of those 
who make them. 
"On June "30, 1906, after an agitation 


of twenty years, the food and drugs-act, 
passed by the Fifty-ninth Congress, re- 
ceived the approval of the President and 
became law. The 
pure food measure 
was two-fold—first, to prevent the. adul- 
teration of food and drugs within the jur- 
isdiction of the federal government, and, 
second, to prevent any false labeling of 
foods and drugs that will drive the peo- 
ple into the belief that they are securing 
other than that for which they ask and 
which they have the right to get.

Twentieth street between Telegraph ave- 
nue and Broadway, where the quarters 
aro at the present time, as are also those 
of IS company -of the Fifth Infantry.

Old Guard with tho rifle was shown in 
many contests, the trophies of- which 
adorn the present armory. 
In a match 


with a military .company of Boston, "Mass., 
the Old Guard won by a score of 303 to

This showing is aH tha more ap- 


preciated for tho reason tliat^ tha ma- 
jority of the Boston marksmen were 
members of tha famous Creadmore team 


which at the tlma contained tho: llest 
marksmen in tho • United States. -The 
Boston company shot the match in Kox- 
'bury, Mass.,, the. Old Guard shooting at 
thelPresldio, San Francisco. 


TJie trophy of this victory was a mass- 


''ive silver cup with' crossed, .muskets, 
which, however, . has disappeared ~i!rom 
tho prizes coveted by the company. This 
reunion of the Old Guaj-d will inaugurate 
measures to ascertain what has become 
of it and restore it to the possession of 
the organization..

The company again became detached, 


but there, was such a demand on the 
part of the people of Alameda county 
that the command was retained in the 
militia of the state and attached to the 
Second Infantry of California, -which was 
under the command of General W. H. 
Barnes, since deceased.

the company stood, as it stands also to- 
day, as the crack company of the Cali- 
fornia, soldiery.

Iii one particular the Panama-Pacific Exposition project has 


had an exceedingly beneficial effect on Central and Northern Cali- 
fornia. 
It will have many beneficial effects in future, but the in- 


ception of the enterprise has served a splendid purpose at the out- 
set. It has aroused State pride and given a stimulus and an ob- 
jective for united effort. 
It has furnished a basis and a reason for 


harmonious co-operation, supplied a motive for coming together and 
working together. In short, it is mobilizing the progressive forces 
of the State in support of a common cause. 


That cause is the great exposition which .is to be held in San 


Francisco in 1915. When' the people began to fully grasp the idea 
that the fair is not an enterprise purely local to Sail Francisco or 
the region immediately contiguous to the bay, but is in reality a 
State enterprise of world-wide significance, they immediately began 
to feel the need of co-operation, of working together to secure the 
best results and the largest measure of mutual 'benefit. Hence we 
see a spirit of unity pervading the entire State.

'No better illustration^of the desire to unite and co-operate 


could be given than the "get together" dinner given the members 
of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce by the San Francisco Com- 
mercial Club, an organization primarily formed to promote the 
commercial interests of San Francisco and the development of the 
whole State. 
This dinner was given last night and was largely 


attended by representative business: men 'from both sides of the 
bay. 
It was an ..occasion worthy of more than ^passing attention, 


for it was an example of the good such assemblages can accomp- 
lish, and was significant of the new spirit and the broader view. 
It was prompted by a desire to promote the success of the exposi- 
tion, but the immediate purpose was to bring men of different 
localities together and inspire the spirit of co-operation. It was a 
pronounced success in all respects. Every man present came away 
heartened with the prospect now before the people of the Pacific 
Coast and. doubly impressed, with the responsibility resting upon 
him individually. In the .talk there -was no disposition to dodge 
the causes of friction, but what was said in-a spirit of frankness and 
good humor served the purpose of the gathering 
excellently 


instead of disturbing harmony. 
Not a jarring note was heard. 


Even through the humorous persiflage at the expense of Los Angeles 
there ran a note of genuine admiration for the energy, enterprise 
and civic spirit of the inhabitants of the Southern metropolis. 
'There is no gainsaying the fact that Los Angeles was held up as 
an object lesson, that the achievements of the group of counties of 
which it is the metropolis command1 admiration and respect. Those 
achievements teach the true meaning of what is denominated the 
Los Angeles spirit. No higher tribute could toe paid to the people 
of Los Angeles than the universally expressed desire that the whole 
State might be innoculated-with their unity of purpose and'their 
aggressive, optimistic spirit. 
In fact, the get together idea'is an 


extension growth of the principle of co-operation that" has made 
Los Angeles a marvelous example of progress and prosperity. 
It 


is an effort to apply that principle to the. whole Sta|e, to bring 
every community and every interest in California together in work- 
ing harmony.

The Commercial Club dinner has inaugurated the co-opera- 


tive campaign. It has 'borne good fruit at the beginning, an'd if the 
movement be pushed with spirit and energy it is certain to be of 
enormous benefit, not only to California, but to all the states front- 
ing the Pacific Ocean. It will dissolve local differences and culti- 
vate a keener perception of the true elements of progress. It. will 
bring home to the people in the remotest sections of the State a 
realization of what the exposition "means to them, and to the mer- 
chants of San Francisco a better understanding of the relation they 
sustain to the interior. It is an exhortation to be friendly and 
neighborly and mutually helpful, and therefore is something to be 
encouraged. On this side of the_ bay interest in the exposition is 
ardent and sincere; we wish it to succeed and desire to assist in 
making it a conspicuous success. And popular sentiment here is 
warm and sympathetic toward San' Francisco; we deplore her1 mis- 
fortunes and rejoice in the rebuilding of her edifices and the revival 
of her commerce; and we have given abundant evidence of our 
good wishes and desire to be helpful. 
But in return we ask fair 


treatment and the consideration to which we, are entitled. That 
being accorded, San Francisco can count on no more generous 
friends and earnest coadjutors than the people of Alameda county. 


Tree Meaning of the Coronation Jubilee.

Everybody knows that' the King rejgns 
but does not rule, that he is but the figurehead of the-ship of state, 
and that his throne is merely a part of the furnitute of the political 
establishment. 


"Gad save the King," recites the national anthem, -but the mean- 


ing in the minds of the people is something quite different. 
The 


sentiment ringing through the supplication for the personal safety 
of the monarch is "God save the commonwealth and the institutions 
which have made the British nation great and powerful." Behind 
the pomp of royalty, the pageantry of medieval chivalry and all the 
trappings and circumstances of monarchy and aristocracy is the 
deep, thunderous note of democracy. .

the best sense of the term—a clean, sane, sober, patriotic' citizen— 
who carries in his veins the blood of all the royal lines which have 
graced Britain's throne. • Back -through Guelph, Stuart, Tudor, 
Plantagenet, and "Norman his descent goes to the ancient Saxon 
kings. His blood combines Saxon, Scottish, Welsh, Norman, Ger- 
man and Bourbon strains; and therefore he typifies a_ll the dynasties 
that have flourished in Britain since the, invasion of Hengist. 
He 


represents in his individual capacity the development of the British 
nation and the best type of royalty. A man without reproach, he 
is the sovereign of a free people—is in fact, the royal figurehead 
of a democracy. It is a .paradox without a parallel in history, and 
that paradox helps to explain the extravagant demonstrations of 
joy which attend his coronation. The British" people rejoice that a 
lineal descendant of all their ancient kirigly lines should today be 
the nominal head of a government that-is monarchial in form and 
essentially democratic in substance. But it is the free state and not 
the institution of monarchy-that, claims their devotion.

Continuing his remarks 
Councilman 
I-Iammond said: 
, "The rates for water in Berkeley'are 
35 cents a. thousand gallons, with a $1.25 
'minimum and SI for 2-lnoh 
hydrants 
and 
S2 for 4-inch 
hydrants. 
All our 
hydrants are 4-inch. In Oakland there is 
• a sliding scale and the rate is higher 
'than Alameda. The city of Alameda is 
.paying 20 cents per 
thousand gallons, 


•with a §1 minimum and ?1 a month for 
hydrants.

"HOT AIR DON'T GO." 


"Mr. Probst has a. right to come before 
the council and urge that the minimum 
'rate be done away with. 
This hot air 
•and these grandstand plays that have 
been made by a member of the coun- 
cil don't go with me. 
I won't stand 
them and I know that the people of 
Alameda will not stand them." 
Shortly before 
Hammond's 
remarks 
the water rates had been adopted, Coun- 
•cilmen Probst and Morgenstera being the 
only members to oppose them. 
The rates for the ensuing year are 30 
cents n thousand gallons, with a mini- 
mum of $1, and $1 a month for hydrants. 
Councilman E. B. Bullock, 
who was 
presiding over the meeting in the ab- 
sence of Mayor W. H. Noy, now away 
on his honeymoon, 
gave the chair to 
Councilman Clark Spence and took the 
floor. 
"Ono of our councilman takes it upon 
himself to berate this council for adopt- 
,ing the water rates. 
He attended a 
iineeting of the finance committee and 
the entiro situation -was explained to 
.him and then he said that the reason 
lie opposed the water rates was because 
he could not vote intelligently, not hav- 
ing sufficient information. I have tried 
•to knoclc out the minimum rate, but the 
water company has said that the city is 
.charging a minimum for electric lights 
and that it should have tho same priv- 
ilege.

James of tho board and Principal Brink 
or the high school, who Is 'absent in the 
south, to determine if the offer of $60 
was made to Howell. Although the cor- 
respondence between the two school au- 
thorities has not been made generally 
public, it is known £hat

the editor. 


Rowell met Brink later 'in Berkeley 
and agreed to deliver the address, but 
it is said that the matter of compensa- 
tion was not then mentioned by eliiher.
